sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  ‘shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  68  of  the  “Game 
Act,”  chapter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1936,”  regulations,  to  be 
known  as  “  Game  Regulations,  1948-49,”  be 
made  in  the  form  of  the  draft  regulations 
annexed  hereto.

GAME  REGULATIONS,  1948-49. 

Section  1. 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of 
the  “  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  108  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
as  to  the  hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding, 
and  killing  of  game,  are,  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  sections  2  to  9,  inclusive,  of  these 
regulations,  hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and 
within  the  period  and  limits  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  set  out  respectively,  as 
follows :  — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons 
for  big  game,  game  birds,  and  trapping  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals,  the  Province  shall  be  divided 
into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western 
and  Eastern  Districts. 

“WESTERN  DISTRICT”  shall  mean  and 
include  all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate 
and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the 
Cascade  Mountains  and  south  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Atlin,  except  that  portion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Skeena  covered  by  the 
watershed  of  the  Lakelse  and  Zymagotitz 
Rivers. 

“  EASTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Provided  for  the  purpose  of  the  open  seasons 
on  migratory  game  birds,  that  portion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Lillooet  situate  and  lying 
to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south 
(astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake  Railway-station  on 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  and  that 
portion  of  the  Skeena  River  and  its  watershed 
situate  and  lying  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Skeena  east  of  a  line 
drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic)  through 
the  mouth  of  Kyhex  River  be  construed  and 
considered  as  lying  within  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict. 

All  dates  mentioned  in  these  regulations  are 
inclusive  and  apply,  unless  otherwise  noted,  to 
the  calendar  year  1948.  There  is  no  open 
season  on  any  game  other  than  in  the  open 
districts  and  during  the  periods  mentioned  in 
these  regulations. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  cease  to  be  in  effect  in  any  area 
covered  by  a  closure  order  issued  by  the  Forest 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Lands  and  For¬ 
ests,  and  shall  continue  to  be  ineffective  during 
the  period  covered  by  such  forest  closure  order. 

All  times  mentioned  in  these  regulations  re¬ 
fer  to  Pacific  Standard  Time  unless  otherwise 
specifically  mentioned. 

The  electoral  districts  mentioned  in  these 
regulations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted 
at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  these  regulations. 

See  “  Prohibitions,”  sections  3  and  9. 

EASTERN  DISTRICT  (OPEN  SEASONS). 

Big  Game. 

(a)  BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei 
Bear),  open  season  on  Grizzly  Bear,  from  Sep¬ 
tember  1st,  1948,  to  June  30th,  1949,  and  on 
Black  or  Brown  Bear  there  shall  be  no  close 

. season. 

( b )  CARIBOU,  of  the  male  sex,  over  one 
year  of  age,  in  the  Atlin,  Fort  George,  Peace 


River,  and  Omineca  Electoral  Districts  situate 
and  lying  north  of  the  main  line  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  National  Railway  (Jasper  to  Prince 
Rupert),  and  in  the  Revelstoke  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict,  open  season  from  September  1st  to 
December  15th. 

In  that  portion  of  the  district  situate  and 
lying  south  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  (except  the  Revelstoke  Elec¬ 
toral  District) ,  open  season  from  September 
15th  to  October  31st. 

(c)  DEER,  BUCKS  ONLY,  over  one  year  of 
age  (except  White-tail  Deer,  in  the  North  and 
South  Okanagan  and  Similkameen  Electoral 
Districts),  open  season  from  September  15th 
to  November  30th. 

(d)  MOOSE,  of  the  male  sex,  over  one  year 
of  age,  in  the  Atlin,  Fort  George,  Peace  River, 
and  Omineca  Electoral  Districts,  and  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral  District  situate 
and  lying  within  the  Eastern  District,  open 
season  from  September  1st  to  December  15th. 

In  the  Cariboo  Electoral  District,  those  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Lillooet  Electoral  District  situate 
and  lying  to  the  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of 
north  latitude  and  including  all  that  portion  of 
said  electoral  district  east  of  the  Fraser  River, 
and  that  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  north  of  the  main 
line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  open 
season  from  September  23rd  to  November  30th. 

In  the  Fernie  and  Columbia  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts  (except  that  portion  of  the  Columbia 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  west  of  the 
Columbia  River  between  Bobbie  Burns  Creek 
and  the  Spillimacheen  River  on  the  north  and 
Forster  or  No.  2  Creek  on  the  south),  open 
season  from  September  15th  to  October  31st. 

(e)  MOUNTAIN-SIIEEP.  of  the  male  sex, 
over  one  year  of  age,  north  of  the  56th  paral¬ 
lel  of  north  latitude,  open  season  from  August 
15th  to  November  15th. 

In  those  portions  situate  and  lying  south  of 
the  56th  parallel  of  north  latitude  and  north  of 
the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Rail¬ 
way  (Prince  Rupert  to  Jasper),  open  season 
from  September  1st  to  November  15th. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Cariboo  and  Lillooet 
Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying  to  the 
south  of  the  Main  Chilcotin  River  and  west  of 
the  Fraser  River,  open  season  from  September 
15th  to  November  15th. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  within  that  area 
bounded  on  the  east  by  Adams  Lake,  on  the 
south  by  Sinmax  Creek,  and  on  the  west  and 
north  by  the  westerly  and  northerly  shore-line 
or  boundaries  of  Johnson  Creek  and  Lake  and 
Sections  23,  24,  and  19  in  Township  25,  Range 
13,  west  of  the  6th  meridian,  open  season  from 
October  9th  to  October  31st. 

(/)  MOUNTAIN-GOAT,  over  one  year  of 
age,  north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude,  open  season  from  August  15th  to  Decem¬ 
ber  15th. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  district  (except  the 
South  Okanagan,  Grand  Forks-Greenwood,  and 
Similkameen  Electoral  Districts),  open  season 
from  September  15th  to  November  30th. 

(y)  WAPITI  (ELK),  of  the  male  sex,  over 
one  year  of  age,  in  the  Fernie  and  Columbia 
Electoral  Districts,  open  season  from  Septem¬ 
ber  15th  to  November  30th. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  within  the  water¬ 
sheds  of  the  Upper  Adams  River  and  Garnet 
Creek,  both  flowing  into  the  north  end  of 
Adams  Lake,  open  season  from  October  1st  to 
November  15th. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Similkameen  and 
South  Okanagan  Electoral  Districts  situate  and 
lying  to  the  east  of  Okanagan  Lake  and  River, 
open  season  from  September  15th  to  November 
30th. 

That  portion  of  the  Fort  George  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  east  of  a  straight 
line  running  due  north  and  south  (astronomic) 
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and  passing  thrpugh  the  Red  Pass  Railway- 
station,  open  season  from  October  1st  to 
November  15th. 

Fur-bearing  Animals. 

(h)  BEAVER,  MUSKRATS,  and  OTTER 
(except  Sea-otter),  north  of  the  51st  parallel 
of  north  latitude  and  in  the  Yale  and  Kamloops 
Electoral  Districts,  open  season  from  March 
1st,  1949,  to  May  15th,  1949;  provided  that,  in 
that  portion  situate  and  lying  north  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
Otter  may  be  trapped  from  November  1st, 

1948,  to  May  15th,  1949.  In  the  remainder  of 
the  district,  open  season  from  March  1st,  1949, 
to  April  30th,  1949.

taken  on  said  island  shall  be  exported  or 
shipped  from  the  said  island  during  any  other 
period  than  from  September  11th  to  November 
30th. 

On  Vancouver  Island,  open  season  from  Sep¬ 
tember  11th  to  November  15th. 

(k)  MOOSE,  of  the  male  sex,  over  one  year 
of  age,  in  those  portions  of  the  Mackenzie  and 
Cariboo  Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying 
north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude, 
open  season  from  September  23rd  to  November 
30th. 

(0  MOUNTAIN-GOAT,  over  one  year  of 
age,  throughout  the  district  (except  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island),  open  season  from  September 
11th  to  November  30th. 

Fur-bearing  Animals. 

(m)  BEAVER,  MUSKRATS,  and  OTTER 
(except  Sea-otter),  in  that  portion  of  the  Lil- 
looet  Electoral  District  (Western  District) 
situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn 
north  and  south  (astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake 
Railway-station  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern 
Railway  and  including  the  watershed  of  the 
Upper  Lillooet  River,  open  season  from  Decem¬ 
ber  1st,  1948,  to  April  30th,  1949. 

BEAVER  and  MUSKRATS  in  those  portions 
of  the  district  situate  and  lying  south  of  the 
51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  (except  Beaver 
on  Vancouver  Island),  open  season  from  De¬ 
cember  1st,  1948,  to  February  28th,  1949,  and 
in  those  portions  of  the  district  situate  and 
lying  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude  (except  Beaver  on  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands),  open  season  from  March  1st,  1949,  to 
April  30th,  1949. 

All  Other  Fur-bearing  Animals  (except  Sea- 
otter)  in  those  portions  of  the  district  situate 
and  lying  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  open  season  from  November  1st,  1948, 
to  February  28th,  1949,  and  in  those  portions 
of  the  district  situate  and  lying  south  of  the 
51st  parallel  of  north  latitude,  open  season 
from  December  1st,  1948,  to  February  28th, 

1949. 

Note. — Squirrels  are  included  in  the  defini¬ 
tion  of  fur-bearing  animals. 


BAG-LIMITS  (EASTERN  AND 
WESTERN  DISTRICTS). 

Big  Game. 

In  respect  of  big  game  as  defined  in  the 
“  Game  Act,”  no  person  shall,  throughout  the 
Province,  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in 
his  possession  during  the  entire  open  season 
more  than  one  CARIBOU,  one  MOOSE,  one 
MOUNTAIN-SHEEP,  and  one  WAPITI  (ELK), 
all  of  the  male  sex,  over  one  year  of  age,  and 
not  more  than  two  MOUNTAIN-GOAT. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  kill 
or  take  or  have  in  his  possession  more  than 
one  GRIZZLY  BEAR  between  the  first  day  of 
the  open  season  and  December  31st,  and  one 
GRIZZLY  BEAR  between  January  1st  and  June 
30th,  1949,  except  in  that  portion  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  situate  and  lying  north  of  the  57th  parallel 
of  north  latitude  and  west  of  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains  the  bag-limit  for  the  entire  open  season 
in  said  area  shall  be  two  GRIZZLY  BEAR,  and 
further  there  shall  be  no  bag-limit  on  Black 
or  Brown  Bear. 

In  the  Eastern  District  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  during  the  entire  open  season  more  than 
two  DEER,  of  the  male  sex,  over  one  year  of 
age.  In  the  Western  District  (except  Vancou¬ 
ver  Island  and  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands) 
no  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have 
in  his  possession  during  the  entire  open  sea¬ 
son  more  than  two  DEER,  of  the  male  sex, 
over  one  year  of  age,  and  on  Vancouver  Island 
and  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands  (except  bona- 
fide  residents  of  Graham  Island)  the  bag-limit 
for  the  entire  open  season  shall  be  three 
DEER,  of  the  male  sex,  over  one  year  of  age. 

On  Vancouver  Island  no  person  shall  have 
in  his  possession  at  any  one  time  more  than 
one  DEER;  provided  this  regulation  shall  only 
apply  to  a  hunter  actually  in  the  field. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  during  the  entire  open  season  more  big- 
game  animals  than  the  maximum  number  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  killed,  taken,  or  had  in  possession 
in  any  district. 

Section  2. 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection  (1) 
of  section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the  buy¬ 
ing,  selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big 
game,  so  far  as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully 
killed  or  taken,  are  hereby  removed  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out,  as 
follows : — 

(а)  MOOSE  and  CARIBOU,  bulls  over  one 
vear  old,  in  the  Atlin  and  Omineca  Electoral 
Districts,  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  from  September  1st  to  December  15th. 

(б)  BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei 
Bear),  throughout  the  Province,  at  any  time 
during  the  open  season. 

Provided  that  no  other  big  game  or  portion 
thereof  shall  be  sold  in  the  Province. 

PROHIBITIONS,  CLOSED  AREAS,  ETC. 

Section  3. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of 
the  Province,  namely: — 

Western  District. 

(а)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Elec¬ 
toral  District. 

(б)  That  portion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “All  that  area 
in  the  vicinity  of  Terrace  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway;  on  the  south  by  the  centre  line  of 
the  Skeena  River,  including  Lot  4355  (Braun’s 
Island),  Lot  5759  (an  unnamed  island),  and 
Lot  6752  (Ferry  Island)  ;  on  the  east  by  the 
bridge  joining  Lots  368  and  374;  and  on  the 
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west  by  a  line  running  directly  south  of  the 
south-west  corner  of  Lot  1705  to  the  centre 
line  of  the  Skeena  River.” 

(c)  That  portion  of  the  Mackenzie  Electoral 
District,  in  the  vicinity  of  Ocean  Falls,  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  point 
of  intersection  of  the  southerly  boundary  of 
Lot  1153  and  the  west  shore  of  Cousins  Inlet; 
thence  westerly  1,800  feet;  thence  northerly 
3,000  feet;  thence  easterly  3,000  feet;  thence 
northerly  1,500  feet;  thence  easterly  1,500 
feet;  thence  northerly  1,500  feet;  thence  east¬ 
erly  000  feet;  thence  northerly  4,400  feet; 
thence  easterly  3,000  feet;  thence  southerly 
2,500  feet;  thence  easterly  13,000  feet  to  the 
intersection  of  the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot 
205  and  the  west  shore  of  Link  Lake;  thence 
following  the  west  shore  of  said  lake  in  a 
south-westerly  direction  to  its  intersection  with 
the  south  boundary  of  Lot  1151;  thence  west¬ 
erly  7,300  feet;  thence  northerly  1,500  feet; 
thence  westerly  2,500  feet;  thence  north-west¬ 
erly  5,600  feet  to  a  point  on  the  west  shore  of 
Cousins  Inlet  at  the  mouth  of  Martin  River; 
thence  following  the  west  shore  of  Cousins  In¬ 
let  in  a  south-westerly  direction  to  the  point 
of  commencement.” 

(d)  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and 
vicinity  described  as  follows :  “  Between  high- 
water  mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  line 
drawn  as  follows:  Commencing  at  Brechin 
Point,  Departure  Bay,  near  the  City  of  Na¬ 
naimo;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the 
most  westerly  point  of  Newcastle  Island; 
thence  along  the  shore-line  of  Newcastle  Island 
in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and  southerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  most  easterly  point  of  said  island; 
thence  to  the  most  westerly  point  of  Protection 
Island;  thence  south-easterly  to  Gallows  Point 
on  Protection  Island;  thence  to  Jacks  Point  on 
Vancouver  Island;  thence  in  a  westerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  Stevens  and  Wright’s  shingle-mill  on 
Vancouver  Island.” 

( e )  That  portion  of  the  Electoral  District  of 
Esquimalt  as  follows :  “All  that  portion  of 
Esquimalt  Harbour  and  Royal  Roads  below 
high-water  mark  situate  and  lying  north  of  a 
straight  line  extending  from  the  north-east  end 
of  Lagoon  Spit  and  Macaulay  Point.” 

( f )  That  portion  of  the  Esquimalt  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “Within  one  hundred 
(100)  yards  on  either  side  of  the  Sooke  Lake 
water-flow  line  between  Sooke  Lake  and  Hump¬ 
back  Reservoir.  The  discharge  of  firearms  on 
or  across  this  water-flow  line  for  any  purpose 
is  prohibited.  In  that  further  portion  of  said 
electoral  district  which  is  bounded  on  the  west 
by  Rithet  Creek  to  its  source  then  in  a  straight 
line  due  north  to  the  Canadian  National  Rail¬ 
way,  and  bounded  on  the  noi’th,  east,  and  south 
by  the  said  railway  and  Sooke  Lake,  wherein 
there  shall  be  no  open  season  for  the  hunting 
of  any  game.” 

(g)  No  person  shall  hunt  or  shoot  migratory 
game  birds  below  high-water  mark  in  those 
waters  of  Vancouver  Island  known  as  Brent¬ 
wood  Bay  and  Tod  Inlet  extending  south  of  a 
straight  line  running  east  and  west  from  Slug- 
gett  Point  to  Willis  Point  and  all  that  strip  of 
land  covered  by  water,  in  width  one  thousand 
(1,000)  feet,  measured  seaward  from  high- 
water  mark  of  the  easterly  shore  of  Vancouver 
Island,  and  which  extends  from  the  northerly 
extremity  of  the  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the  Albert 
Head  Lighthouse,  Esquimalt  Land  District,  as 
well  as  that  strip  of  land  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  in  width  measured  inland  from  said  high*- 
water  mark,  and  which  extends  from  the  south¬ 
erly  extremity  of  said  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the 
said  Albert  Head  Lighthouse. 

(/?)  All  that  parcel  or  tract  of  land  lying 
within  the  following  described  boundaries  and 
being  part  of  Esquimalt  and  Goldstream  Land 
Districts :  “  Commencing  at  a  point  on  tbe 

west  side  of  the  Island  Highway,  situated  three 
hundred  (300)  yards  northerly  from  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  said  Island  Highway  with  the  Sooke 


and  Metchosin  Road;  thence  in  a  westerly 
direction  parallel  to  and  distant  therefrom 
three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  the  northerly 
boundary  of  the  Island  Highway  to  the  west¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  Esquimalt  Land  District; 
thence  southerly  along  said  boundary  to  the 
shore  of  Langford  Lake;  thence  westerly, 
southerly,  and  easterly  along  the  said  shore  of 
Langford  Lake  to  the  said  westerly  boundary 
of  Esquimalt  Land  District;  thence  southerly 
along  said  boundary  to  the  southerly  boundary 
of  the  Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo  Railway  right- 
of-way;  thence  easterly  along  the  said  south¬ 
erly  boundary  to  its  intersection  with  Dunford 
Road;  thence  southerly  at  right  angles  to  the 
said  railway  light-of-way  a  distance  of  three 
hundred  (300)  yards;  thence  in  an  easterly 
direction  parallel  to  and  distant  therefrom 
three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  the  said  rail¬ 
way  right-of-way  to  the  intersection  of  the 
said  right-of-way  with  the  Island  Highway; 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction  parallel  to  and 
distant  therefrom  three  hundred  (300)  yards 
from  said  Island  Highway  to  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road; 
thence  northerly  along  said  westerly  boundary 
of  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road  and  the 
Island  Highway  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

(?)  That  portion  of  Ganges  Harbour  below 
high-water  mark  lying  north  of  a  straight  line 
running  from  Scott  Point  due  west  to  the  near¬ 
est  point  on  the  west  shore-line  of  said  harbour. 

O')  That  portion  of  the  Dewdney  Electoral 
District  known  as  the  Colony  Farm,  and  that 
further  portion  of  said  electoral  district  in  the 
vicinity  of  Harrison  Hot  Springs,  more  par¬ 
ticularly  described  as  follows:  “Commencing 
at  the  mouth  of  an  unnamed  slough  entering 
Harrison  Lake  west  of  the  Harrison  Hot 
Springs  Hotel;  thence  along  the  south  shore¬ 
line  of  said  unnamed  slough  to  the  Agassiz- 
Harrison  Highway;  thence  northerly  along 
said  highway  to  Harrison  Lake;  thence  west¬ 
erly  along  the  shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the 
point  of  commencement.” 

( k )  That  portion  of  the  District  Municipal¬ 
ity  of  Burnaby  known  as  Central  Park. 

(l)  That  portion  of  the  Municipality  of 
Matsqui  consisting  of  approximately  two  hun¬ 
dred  (200)  acres  of  land  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  Trans-Canada  Highway,  on  the  south 
by  Marshall  Road,  on  the  east  by  Ware  Road, 
and  on  the  west  by  Emerson  Road. 

(m)  All  and  singular  that  area  or  tract  of 
land,  in  or  near  the  Village  of  Ladner,  situate, 
lying,  and  being  in  the  Municipality  of  Delta, 
and  which  may  be  more  particularly  described 
as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the 
west  boundary-line  of  Green  Road  at  intersec¬ 
tion  of  south  boundary  of  District  Lot  116, 
Group  2;  thence  westerly  along  the  south 
boundary  of  District  Lot  116  to  Chilukthan 
Slough ;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
bank  of  said  slough  to  intersection  of  north 
boundary  of  King  Edward  Street  produced; 
thence  westerly  along  north  boundary  of  King 
Edward  Street  produced  and  continuing  along 
north  boundary  of  said  street  to  east  boundary 
of  Fairview  Road;  thence  northerly  along  the 
east  boundary  of  said  road  to  intersection  of 
northerly  boundary  of  Savoy  Street  produced; 
thence  south-westerly  along  the  northerly 
boundary  of  Savoy  Street  produced  and  con¬ 
tinuing  along  the  northerly  boundai’y  of  said 
street  to  east  boundary  of  Church  Street; 
thence  north-westerly  along  the  easterly  bound¬ 
ary  of  Church  Street  produced  to  the  southerly 
bank  of  Fraser  River;  thence  north-easterlv 
following  along  the  bank  of  said  river  to  its 
intersection  with  the  west  bank  of  Chilukthan 
Slough ;  thence  southerly  along  west  bank  of 
said  slough  produced  to  southerly  boundary  of 
River  Dyke  Road ;  thence  north-westerly  fol¬ 
lowing  along  the  south-easterly  boundary  of 
River  Dyke  Road  to  intersection  with  the  west 
bank  of  Crescent  Slough;  thence  south-easter¬ 
ly  following  along  the  west  bank  of  Crescent 
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Slough  to  its  intersection  with  the  west  bound¬ 
ary  of  Green  Road ;  thence  southerly  along  the 
west  boundary  of  Green  Road  to  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

Eastern  District. 

(«)  That  portion  of  the  Yale  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict,  in  the  vicinity  of  Minnie  Lake,  described 
as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  north-west 
corner  of  Lot  1487 ;  thence  east  to  the  north¬ 
east  corner  of  Lot  1279;  thence  south  to  the 
north-west  corner  of  Lot  1169;  thence  east 
along  the  northerly  boundaries  of  Lots  1169, 
1168,  1166,  and  693  to  the  north-east  corner 
of  Lot  693 ;  thence  south  along  the  easterly 
boundaries  of  Lots  693  and  694  to  a  point  on 
the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot  491 ;  thence 
east  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  491 ;  thence 
south  along  the  easterly  boundaries  of  Lots  491 
and  683  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  683 ; 
thence  west  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot 
544;  thence  south  to  the  south-east  corner  of 
Lot  544 ;  thence  west  along  the  southerly 
boundary  of  Lot  544  to  the  point  of  intersec¬ 
tion  with  the  centre  line  of  Quilchena  Creek; 
thence  following  the  centre  line  of  said  creek 
through  Lots  544,  490,  4237,  726,  489,  546,  428, 
545,  447,  488,  487,  4546,  636,  607,  1441,  1313, 
1213;  thence  northerly  through  Lots  1212,  773, 
1091,  1094,  1151,  1291,  1282  (Indian  reserve) 
to  the  point  of  intersection  on  the  westerly 
boundary  of  Lot  1280;  thence  northerly  along 
the  westerly  boundary  of  Lot  1280  to  the  south¬ 
west  corner  of  Lot  1275;  thence  easterly  along 
the  northern  boundary  of  Lot  1280  to  the  point 
of  commencement  at  north-west  corner  of  Lot 
1487.” 

(o)  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “All  waters  of 
the  North  Thompson,  South  Thompson,  and 
Thompson  Rivers  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
Canadian  National  Railway  Bridge  (main  line) 
at  Kamloops  Junction  and  on  the  east  by  the 
Kamloops-Blue  River  Highway  Bridge  at 
Kamloops,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Kamloops- 
Tranquille  Highway  Bridge.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of 
game  birds. 

(p)  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Elec¬ 
toral  District  described  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  north-west  corner  of  the 
Tranquille  Game  Reserve,  situated  at  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railway  right-of-way  and  the  west 
bank  of  Tranquille  River  or  Creek;  thence  in 
a  south-westerly  direction  along  the  west  bank 
of  the  Tranquille  River  or  Creek,  as  well  as  the 
western  boundary  of  the  Tranquille  Game  Re¬ 
serve,  to  the  mouth  of  said  river  or  creek; 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction  along  the  shore¬ 
line  of  Kamloops  Lake  to  a  white  marker,  ap¬ 
proximately  1  mile  east  of  the  mouth  of  Tran¬ 
quille  River  or  Creek;  thence  in  a  north-east¬ 
erly  direction  approximately  thirty-five  (35) 
chains  to  a  white  marker,  marked  by  a  corner 
post;  thence  approximately  thirty-five  (35) 
chains  north  and  east  along  a  posted  line  to  a 
corner  post  in  a  meadow;  thence  north  twenty- 
five  (25)  chains  to  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  right-of-way  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  along 
said  southern  boundary  of  said  right-of-way 
to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

(q)  That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan 
Electoral  District,  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna, 
known  as  Lot  M,  Plan  1920,  Osoyoos  Division 
of  Yale  District  (comprising  land  surrounding 
trout-ponds  near  Kelowna). 

(r)  That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Elec¬ 
toral  District  described  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  mouth  of  Sicamous  (Two  Mile) 
Creek;  thence  following  the  east  shore-line  of 
Mara  Lake,  Sicamous  Narrows,  and  Shuswap 
Lake  in  a  north-westerly  direction  to  Murdock 
Point,  which  is  approximately  two  (2)  miles 
north-west  of  Sicamous;  thence  in  a  straight 
line  in  a  south-easterly  direction  to  Semaphore 


Point,  a  mile  west  of  Sicamous;  thence  east¬ 
erly  along  the  shore-line  of  Shuswap  Lake  to 
Sicamous  Narrows;  thence  southerly  following 
the  west  shore-line  of  Sicamous  Narrows  and 
Mara  Lake  to  a  point  known  as  Carney’s  Pole- 
yard,  approximately  two  (2)  miles  south  of 
Sicamous;  thence  in  a  straight  line  in  a 
north-easterly  direction  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

That  portion  of  Salmon  Arm  of  Shuswap 
Lake  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality 
of  Salmon  Arm  lying  south-easterly  of  a 
straight  line  of  approximately  one  and  one- 
quarter  (lA/i)  miles  in  length,  commencing  at 
the  outer  end  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Wharf; 
thence  north-easterly  to  a  white  marker  where 
the  shore-line  of  said  Salmon  Arm  of  Shuswap 
intersects  with  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
North-west  Quarter  of  Section  24,  Township 
20,  Range  10. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of 
game  birds. 

(s)  All  that  area  below  extreme  high-water 
mark  on  Ellison  or  Duck  Lake  in  the  South 
Okanagan  Electoral  District. 

(O  That  portion  of  the  Nelson-Creston 
Electoral  District  described  as  follows:  “  Com¬ 
mencing  on  the  noi'th  shore  of  the  West  Arm 
of  Kootenay  Lake  at  Willow  Point  Wharf; 
thence  following  the  Duhamel  or  Six  Mile 
Creek  Road  to  the  intersection  of  the  said 
Duhamel  Creek  Road  with  the  First  West  Fork 
of  Duhamel  Creek;  thence  following  the  said 
West  Fork  to  its  source;  thence  in  a  southerly 
direction  following  the  divide  between  Duhamel 
Creek  and  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake 
and  Grohman  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  said  Groh- 
man  Creek;  thence  across  the  West  Arm  of 
Kootenay  Lake  to  the  south  shore  of  the  said 
West  Arm  to  a  point  known  as  the  slaughter¬ 
house;  thence  following  the  south  shore  of 
the  said  West  Arm  in  an  easterly  direction  to 
a  point  opposite  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence 
across  the  said  West  Arm  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of 
game  birds. 

( u )  That  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing 
at  the  junction  of  Bovine  (Goat)  Creek  with 
the  Elk  River;  thence  in  a  south-easterly  di¬ 
rection  to  the  site  of  the  East  Kootenay  Power 
and  Light  Company’s  water-gauge  on  the  Ford¬ 
ing  River;  thence  along  the  west  bank  of  the 
Fording  River  to  the  junction  of  the  said  river 
and  the  Elk  River;  thence  along  the  east  bank 
of  the  Elk  River  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  not  apply  in  respect  to  the  trapping  of 
fur-bearing  animals. 

( v )  That  portion  of  the  Cariboo  Electoral 
District  within  a  radius  of  one  (1)  mile  of  the 
townsite  of  Wells. 

( iv )  Within  one  (1)  mile  on  either  side  of 
the  Alaska  Highway,  commencing  at  a  point  on 
said  highway  at  Mile  72.3,  where  the  road  to 
the  Beaton  River  Intermediate  Landing-field 
joins  the  Alaska  Highway,  and  covering  the 
whole  of  the  said  highway  from  said  Mile  72.3 
north  and  situate  and  lying  within  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
will  not  affect  the  trapping  of  fur-bearing 
animals  in  the  said  closed  area. 

(,r )  There  shall  be  no  open  season  on  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Deer  Family  in  those  portions  of  the 
Eastern  District  described  as  follows: — 

In  that  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  junction 
of  Morrissey  Creek  and  Elk  River;  thence  fol¬ 
lowing  the  east  and  south  banks  of  Elk  River 
to  a  point  one-half  mile  south  of  the  junction 
of  Wigwam  and  Elk  Rivers;  thence  easterly 
following  the  summit  of  the  watershed  on  the 
south  side  of  Wigwam  River  to  a  point  on  the 
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said  river  one-half  mile  south  of  the  junction 
of  said  river  and  Lodgepole  Creek;  thence  in 
an  easterly  direction  following  the  summit  of 
the  watershed  on  the  south  side  of  Lodgepole 
Creek  to  the  summit  at  the  headwaters  of  said 
creek;  thence  northerly  following  the  summit 
of  the  said  watershed  and  westerly  along  the 
summit  on  the  north  side  of  the  said  creek  and 
Meadow  Creek  to  a  point  on  Morrissey  Creek 
two  (2)  miles  north-east  from  the  mouth  of 
the  creek;  thence  along  the  south  bank  of  the 
said  creek  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks-Green- 
wood  Electoral  District  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  junction  of  Williamson  Creek 
and  the  Kettle  River;  thence  following  the 
east  shore-line  of  said  river  in  a  northerly 
direction  to  the  junction  of  Kettle  River  and 
Losthorse  Creek;  thence  along  said  creek  to 
its  source;  thence  following  the  height  of  land 
in  a  southerly  direction  to  a  point  directly  east 
of  an  unnamed  lake  forming  the  source  of 
Williamson  Creek;  thence  westerly  to  the  east 
shore-line  of  said  unnamed  lake;  thence  fol¬ 
lowing  the  south  shore-line  of  said  lake  and 
Williamson  Creek  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

In  that  further  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks- 
Greenwood  Electoral  District  taking  in  all  the 
watershed  of  the  Kettle  River  and  Rendell 
Creek  from  their  junction  and  thence  in  a 
northerly  direction  for  a  distance  of  approxi¬ 
mately  six  (6)  miles  to  the  mouths  of  Damfino 
and  Arthurs  Creeks. 

In  that  poition  of  the  Similkameen  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “  That  portion  thereof 
lying  to  the  south  of  Whipsaw  Creek  between 
the  Hope-Princeton  Road  and  the  Similkameen 
and  Roche  Rivers  and  Cambie  Creek  to  where 
Cambie  Creek  enters  the  Three  Brothers 
Mountain  Game  Reserve.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Lillooet  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the 
junction  of  Gun  Creek  and  the  Bridge  River; 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction  following  the 
north  shore-line  of  Bridge  River  to  the  junction 
of  said  river  and  Tyaughton  Creek;  thence 
following  the  centre  line  of  said  creek  in  an 
easterly  and  north-westerly  direction  to  the 
junction  of  an  unnamed  branch  of  Tyaughton 
Creek  approximately  one  (I)  mile  south  of  the 
junction  of  Taylor  Creek  and  Tyaughton 
Creek;  thence  along  the  south  shore-line  of 
this  unnamed  creek  in  a  south-westerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  headwaters  of  Pearson  Creek; 
thence  along  the  east  shore-line  of  Pearson 
Creek  to  the  junction  of  said  creek  and  Gun 
Creek;  thence  along  the  north  shore-line  of 
Gun  Creek  in  a  south-easterly  direction  to  the 
point  of  commencement.” 

NOTE. — The  closed  areas  mentioned  in  this 
section  are  not  game  reserves.  Game  reserves 
are  set  aside  hv  separate  order  or  regulation 
and  consequently  are  not  listed  herein. 

Section  4. 

No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  attempt 
to  kill  any  Migratory  Game  Birds,  Pheasant, 
Partridge,  or  Quail  with  a  rifle,  or  hunt,  as  de¬ 
fined  in  section  2  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  any  game 
birds  in  any  field  or  on  or  over  any  cultivated 
land  by  using  an  automobile  or  other  vehicle 
thereon. 

No  person  shall  build  or  construct,  anywhere 
in  the  Province,  a  blind  of  any  kind  that  can 
be  used  in  connection  with  the  hunting  of 
migratory  game  birds  before  one  day  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  the  open  hunting  season  on  any 
of  the  said  birds  in  the  area  where  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  build  or  construct  a  blind  or  blinds. 

The  use  of  any  shotgun  equipped  with  a  re¬ 
flector  sight  of  any  kind  in  .the  hunting  or 
shooting  of  game  birds  is  prohibited. 

Section  5. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  or  sub¬ 
sequent  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  the 
hunting,  taking,  or  having  in  possession  of 
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Quail,  Pheasants,  Prairie-chicken  (Sharp-tailed 
Grouse),  or  Partridge  at  any  place  when  the 
surface  of  the  ground  at  that  place  is  covered 
with  snow. 

Section  6. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any  Moose, 
Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while  swim¬ 
ming,  and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking  of 
any  game  by  the  use  of  tracer  bullets  or  tracer- 
shot  shells  is  prohibited. 

The  use  of  any  rifle  loaded  with  rim-fire 
shells,  the  use  of  full  steel  (hard  point)  metal- 
cased  bullets,  and  the  use  of  any  firearm  that 
can  be  or  is  classed  as  a  machine  gun  or  sub¬ 
machine  gun  is  prohibited.  This  regulation  is 
not  intended  to  prohibit  the  use  of  arms  of  the 
self-  or  auto-loading  types  in  which  the  recoil 
or  force  of  the  explosion  is  utilized  to  reload 
but  not  to  fire  the  weapon. 

The  killing,  trapping,  or  taking  of  any  fur¬ 
bearing  animals  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps 
anywhere  in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

Section  7. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any 
Game  Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfac¬ 
tory  proof  to  him  of  the  locality  and  date  on 
which  any  game  was  by  him  killed,  taken,  or 
had  in  possession. 

“  Deer  Family  ”  for  the  purpose  of  these 
regulations  shall  mean  and  include  Moose, 
Caribou,  Deer,  and  Wapiti  (Elk). 

No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession  the 
carcass  of  any  member  of  the  Deer  Family 
from  which  all  evidences  sufficient  to  indicate 
conclusively  the  sex  of  the  animal  have  been 
removed,  unless  the  carcass  has  been  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  place  where  it  is  proposed  to  con¬ 
sume  the  carcass.  When  head  is  removed  from 
cai-cass,  some  other  evidence  of  sex  must  be 
visible. 

Section  8. 

No  Bear  shall  be  trapped  anywhere  in  the 
Province.  The  hunting  or  shooting  of  Deer 
by  the  use  of  a  shotgun  is  prohibited  through¬ 
out  the  Eastern  District.  3665-je.3

“  OLD-AGE  PENSION  ACT.” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  3 
of  the  “  Old-age  Pension  Act,”  being  chap¬ 
ter  208  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  make 
the  following  regulations,  and  to  rescind  the 
regulations  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  909, 
approved  the  9th  day  of  May,  1947 : — 

PART  I. 


General. 


Short  Title. 

1.  These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  Old- 
age  Pensions  Regulations. 

Interpretation. 

2.  (1)  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  con¬ 
text  otherwise  requires: — 

(a)  “Act”  means  the  “Old  Age  Pensions 
Act  ” : 

( b )  “Application”  means  application  for  a 
pension  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
pension  authority  and  as  required  by 
these  regulations : 

(c)  “Applicant  ”  means  a  person  who  is  resi¬ 
dent  in  Canada  and  who  makes  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  pension,  and  who,  in  the  case 
of  an  applicant  for  an  old-age  pension, 
alleges  that  he  has  reached  the  age  of 
sixty-nine  years  and  six  months,  or,  in 
the  case  of  an  applicant  for  a  pension  in 
respect  of  blindness,  alleges  that  he  has 
reached  the  age  of  twenty  years  and  six 
months  and  that  he  is  blind: 
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( d )  “  Lodge  ”  means  to  be  present  in  person : 

( e )  “  Self-contained  domestic  establishment  ” 
means  a  dwelling-house,  apartment,  or 
other  place  of  residence  in  which  the 
applicant  or  his  dependent  ordinarily 
sleeps  and  has  his  meals,  and  which  con¬ 
tains  at  least  one  bedroom. 

Provision  as  to  Notices. 

3.  (1)  Any  notice  or  other  document  re¬ 
quired  or  authorized  to  be  sent  or  delivered  for 
the  purpose  of  these  regulations  shall  be  in 
writing. 

(2)  Any  notice  or  other  document  required 
or  authorized  to  be  sent  or  delivered  to  any 
person  by  the  pension  authority  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  these  regulations  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
duly  sent  or  delivered  at  the  time  at  which  the 
notice  or  document  is  posted  to  that  person  at 
his  ordinary  address. 

Application. 

4.  (1)  Application  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  made  only  when  an  application  completed 
by  the  applicant  (or,  where  the  pension  author¬ 
ity  is  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  unable  to 
complete  the  application  on  account  of  physical 
infirmity  or  mental  illness  or  for  any  other 
valid  reason,  an  application  completed  by  some 
responsible  person  on  behalf  of  the  applicant) 
is  actually  received  in  the  office  of  the  pension 
authority  for  the  Province  in  which  the  appli¬ 
cant  is  resident. 

(2)  Without  restricting  the  right  of  the  pen¬ 
sion  authority  to  prescribe  the  form  or  contents 
of  an  application,  an  application  shall  state: — 

(a)  The  full  name  of  the  applicant,  includ¬ 
ing,  in  the  case  of  a  married  woman,  her 
full  maiden  name,  and  in  the  case  of  an 
applicant  who  has  changed  his  name,  the 
name  before  such  change  was  made: 

(b)  The  present  address  of  the  applicant, 
place  and  date  of  birth  (including  the 
place  and  date  of  birth  of  the  spouse), 
and  place  or  places  of  residence  during 
the  twenty  years  preceding  the  date  of 
application : 

(c)  Particulars  as  to  the  sex  and  marital 
status  of  the  applicant,  including,  in  the 
case  of  a  blind,  unmarried  person  with 
a  dependent  child  or  children,  the  names 
and  ages  of  such  children,  and  in  the 
case  of  a  married  person,  whether  such 
person  is  living  with  his  or  her  spouse 
and  whether  such  spouse  is  sighted  or 
blind : 

( d)  The  occupation,  income,  and  means  of 
subsistence  of  the  applicant  and  spouse: 

(e)  Particulars  of  any  real  or  personal 
property  owned  by  the  applicant  or 
spouse  at  the  date  of  application,  and 
particulars  of  any  personal  property  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  total  value  of  five  hundred 
dollars  and  of  any  real  property  which 
the  applicant  or  spouse  transferred  to 
any  person  or  persons  within  the  five 
years  preceding  the  date  of  application. 

(3)  The  application  shall  be  supported  by  a 
statutory  declaration  of  the  applicant  or  per¬ 
son  making  application  on  behalf  of  the  appli¬ 
cant  to  the  effect  that  all  the  statements  in  the 
application  are  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowl¬ 
edge  and  belief  and  that  no  information  re¬ 
quired  to  be  given  has  been  concealed  or 
omitted. 

(4)  Every  pension  authority  shall  supply, 
without  charge,  a  form  of  application  to  any 
person  who  desires  to  make  an  application  and, 
if  so  requested,  shall  give  all  information  and 
assistance  in  completing  the  application;  such 
form  of  application  shall  include  a  quotation  of 
subsections  (5)  and  (fi)  of  this  section. 

(5)  No  person  shall  knowingly  obtain  or  re¬ 
ceive  a  pension  that  he  is  not  under  the  Act 
and  these  regulations  authorized  to  obtain  or 
receive,  and  no  person  shall  knowingly  aid  or 


abet  another  person  to  obtain  or  receive  a  pen¬ 
sion  that  such  other  person  is  not  under  the 
Act  and  these  regulations  authorized  to  obtain 
or  receive. 

(6)  Every  person  who  violates  subsection 
(5)  of  this  section  is  guilty  of  an  offence  and 
liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  three  months  or  to  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Investigation  of  Claims. 

5.  (1)  The  pension  authority  shall,  in  re¬ 
spect  of  each  application,  cause  an  investiga¬ 
tion  to  be  made  into  the  facts  and  circum¬ 
stances  as  therein  set  out  and  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  necessary  to  detennine  the 
eligibility  of  the  applicant  for  a  pension  and, 
if  the  applicant  is  so  eligible  and  such  investi¬ 
gation  was  made  not  sooner  than  four  months 
before  the  date  of  the  proposed  commencement 
of  the  pension,  shall  determine  the  rate  of  pen¬ 
sion  payable  and  shall  thereupon  approve  the 
application  accordingly. 

(2)  Where  an  application  has  been  so  ap¬ 
proved  and  a  pension  is  being  paid,  the  pension 
authority  shall,  each  year  during  the  lifetime 
of  the  pensioner,  cause  an  investigation  to  be 
made  into  the  circumstances  of  the  pensioner 
and  the  use  to  which  the  pension  is  being  put 
to  determine  whether  such  pensioner  continues 
to  be  eligible  for  pension  and  the  amount 
thereof. 

(3)  Before  altering  the  rate  of  pension 
being  paid  to  the  pensioner  or  before  suspend¬ 
ing  or  reinstating  a  pension  which  has  been 
suspended,  the  pension  authority  shall  cause  an 
investigation  to  be  made  into  the  circumstances 
of  the  pensioner;  provided  that  in  any  indi¬ 
vidual  case  the  pension  authority  may,  in  lieu 
of  such  investigation,  make  such  inquiry  and 
obtain  such  information  as  it  deems  adequate. 

(4)  The  reports  of  any  investigation  shall 
be  filed  with  the  application  and  shall  be  avail¬ 
able  at  any  time  for  inspection  by  officials  of 
the  Government  of  Canada. 

(5)  An  investigation  required  by  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  be  made  by  an  investigator  in  the 
employ  of  the  pension  authority  or  the  Provin¬ 
cial  Government  or  by  any  other  agency  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  pension  authority  and  approved 
by  the  Minister,  and  such  investigator  or  a 
representative  of  such  agency  shall,  in  the 
course  of  such  investigation,  personally  intei’- 
view  the  applicant  or  pensioner  as  the  case 
may  be. 

(6)  All  applications  and  accompanying 
documents  received  by  any  person  other  than 
the  pension  authority  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
pension  authority,  and  no  person  other  than 
the  pension  authority  shall  approve  or  reject 
any  application  or  alter  the  rate  of  pension. 

Age. 

6.  (1)  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  pen¬ 
sion  authority  to  consider  the  eligibility  of  an 
applicant  as  regards  age,  the  applicant  shall 
forward  to  the  pension  authority  a  certificate 
of  birth  or  of  baptism,  or,  if  neither  certificate 
is  obtainable,  shall  forward  any  other  docu¬ 
mentary  evidence  that  he  may  have  or  be  able 
to  obtain  from  which  his  age  may  be  deter¬ 
mined. 

(2)  If  the  pension  authority  is  satisfied  that 
the  applicant  is  unable  to  furnish  satisfactory 
evidence  as  to  his  age  as  provided  in  subsection 
(1)  of  this  section,  the  pension  authority  shall 
endeavour  to  obtain  information  from  other 
sources,  and  in  the  case  of  an  applicant  who 
alleges  he  was  born  in  Canada,  the  pension 
authority  shall,  if  records  for  the  period  in 
question  are  .available  in  the  Province  where 
he  alleges  he  was  born,  first  request  the  Reg¬ 
istrar  of  Vital  Statistics  in  that  Province  to 
make  a  search  for  information  as  to  his  age. 

(3)  If  the  pension  authority  is  unable  to 
obtain  information  as  provided  in  subsections 
(1 )  and  (2)  of  this  section,  it  shall  request  the 
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Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  to  make  a 
search  of  the  census  records  for  information 
as  to  the  age  of  the  applicant,  subject  to  the 
following :  — 

(a)  A  request  for  census  information  by  a 
pension  authority  shall  be  made  with 
the  consent  in  writing  of  the  person 
regarding  whom  the  information  is  re¬ 
quired  : 

(ft)  The  specific  locality  (city,  town,  village, 
township,  or  rural  municipality)  in 
which  the  applicant  resided  at  the  date 
of  the  census  aforesaid  shall  be  stated 
in  the  request;  and 

(c)  Any  information  supplied  by  the  Domin¬ 
ion  Bureau  of  Statistics  shall  be  confi¬ 
dential  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose  than  that  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Act. 

(4)  If,  after  thorough  search  and  inquiry, 
the  pension  authority  is  unable  to  obtain  from 
the  applicant,  or  elsewhere,  sufficient  evidence 
as  to  his  age  in  accordance  with  subsections 

(1),  (2),  and  (3)  of  this  section,  it  may  take 
into  account  such  evidence  as  it  may  be  able 
to  obtain  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the 
age  of  the  applicant. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  sec¬ 
tion,  the  pension  authority  shall  not  be  bound 
to  accept  any  document  or  evidence  as  final 
and  conclusive  of  the  facts  therein  given  or 
contained,  and  any  document  or  evidence  sub¬ 
mitted  to  or  obtained  by  the  pension  authority 
as  proof  of  age  shall  be  rebuttable  at  any  time. 

Marital  Status. 

7.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  pension 
authority  to  consider  the  eligibility  of  an  appli¬ 
cant  as  regards  marital  status,  the  pension 
authority  may  accept  a  certificate  of  marriage 
or,  if  no  such  certificate  is  procurable,  such 
other  evidence  as  it  deems  satisfactory. 

Residence. 

8.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  pension 
authority  to  consider  the  eligibility  of  an  appli¬ 
cant  as  regards  residence  in  Canada  or  in  a 
Province,  the  pension  authority  may  take  into 
account,  together  with  any  other  evidence  that 
it  may  be  able  to  obtain,  a  statutory  declara¬ 
tion  made  by  any  reliable  and  disinterested 
person,  other  than  the  applicant,  covering  such 
facts  as  to  which  such  person  has  personal 
knowledge. 

9.  (1)  Intervals  of  absence  of  an  applicant 
from  Canada  during  the  twenty  years  immedi¬ 
ately  preceding  the  date  of  the  proposed  com¬ 
mencement  of  pension  which  are  of  a  tempo¬ 
rary  nature  and  which,  when  totalled  and 
averaged,  do  not  exceed  sixty  days  per  year 
shall  be  deemed  not  to  have  interrupted  the 
residence  in  Canada  of  such  applicant  during 
such  period.  The  provisions  of  this  subsection 
shall  not  apply  in  respect  of  cases  coming 
within  the  provisions  of  subsections  (2),  (3), 
and  (4)  of  this  section. 

(2)  If  an  applicant,  while  a  resident  of 
Canada,  has  temporarily  absented  himself 
therefrom  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in: — 

(a)  Employment  on  a  ship  or  on  a  fishing- 
boat  : 

( b )  Employment  on  trains  running  out  of 
Canada  operated  by  any  railway  com¬ 
pany  having  its  head  office  in  Canada: 

(c)  Seasonal  employment,  such  as  lumbering 
or  harvesting,  for  not  more  than  six 
months  in  any  one  year: 

( d )  Employment  by  or  as  a  representative 
of  a  Canadian  firm  or  corporation,  or 
while  he  was  himself  a  member  of  such 
a  firm: 

( e )  Employment  by  the  United  Nations 
Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Administra¬ 
tion  or  by  United  Nations  or  one  of  its 
specialized  agencies;  or 

(/)  Missionary  work  with  any  religious 
group  or  organization; 


and  at  the  termination  of  such  employment  he 
returned  to  Canada,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
continued  to  reside  in  Canada  during  such 
absence  if,  during  the  period  thereof,  he  had 
in  Canada  a  permanent  place  of  abode  to 
which,  whenever  he  was  absent  therefrom,  he 
had  the  intention  of  returning,  or  he  main¬ 
tained  in  Canada  a  self-contained  domestic 
establishment. 

(3)  If  an  applicant,  while  a  resident  of 
Canada,  has  temporarily  absented  himself 
therefrom : — 

(a)  While  he  was  employed  and  paid  by  the 
Government  of  Canada,  or  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  any  Province;  or 

(ft)  During  the  First  or  Second  World  War 
while  he  was  a  member  of  the  forces  of 
any  country  allied  with  Canada  or  was 
engaged  in  work  in  connection  with  the 
prosecution  of  any  such  war  for  Canada 
or  its  allies; 

and  at  the  termination  of  his  duties  abroad  he 
returned  to  Canada,  he  shall  be  presumed  to 
have  continued  to  reside  in  Canada  during 
such  absence. 

(4)  An  applicant  who  is  a  married  woman 
or  a  widow,  and  who  was  absent  from  Canada 
with  her  husband  while  he  was  absent  from 
Canada  in  any  of  the  circumstances  provided 
for  by  subsection  (2)  or  (3)  of  this  section, 
shall,  during  the  period  of  such  absence  with 
him,  be  deemed  to  have  continued  to  reside  in 
Canada  during  such  absence. 

10.  In  determining  income  for  the  purpose  of 
the  Act,  the  pension  authority  shall  in  each 
case  take  into  account  the  amount  or  value  of 
all  income  and  contributions  received,  whether 
in  cash  or  in  kind,  other  than: — 

(a)  Mothers’  allowances  paid  pursuant  to 
Provincial  legislation : 

(ft)  Family  allowances  paid  pursuant  to  the 
“  Family  Allowances  Act,  1944  ” : 

(c)  Cost-of-living  allowances  or  supple¬ 
mental  allowances  paid  by  any  Province 
to  persons  in  receipt  of  pensions  under 
the  Act: 

(d)  Pay  allotted  or  assigned  by  a  member 
of  the  naval,  military,  or  air  forces  of 
Canada,  serving  on  active  service,  where 
no  dependents’  allowance  has  been 
awarded  in  respect  of  the  pensioner  or 
the  spouse  of  such  pensioner: 

(e)  Direct  relief  in  an  amount  considered 
reasonable  by  the  pension  authority  if 
paid  out  of  moneys  provided  only  by  the 
municipality  or  the  Province  in  which 
the  oensioner  resides,  or  by  both: 

(/)  Casual  gifts  of  small  value: 

( g )  Contributions  other  than  for  ordinary 
maintenance  to  pensioners  who  require 
special  care;  and 

(h)  Any  amount  considered  reasonable  by 
the  pension  authority  received  by  a  pen¬ 
sioner  in  receipt  of  a  pension  in  respect 
of  blindness  under  the  Act  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  obtaining  the  services  of  a  guide. 

11.  For  the  purpose  of  reckoning  the  value 
of  the  income  received  by  a  pensioner  (or  in 
the  case  of  a  married  pensioner  living  with  his 
spouse,  by  the  pensioner  and  his  spouse)  from 
any  interest  in  real  or  personal  property,  other 
than  that  specified  in  section  10  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  whether  the  pensioner  or  his  spouse 
acquired  the  interest  prior  to  making  the 
application  or  subsequent  thereto: — 

(a)  The  pension  authority  shall,  in  the  case 
of  real  property: — 

(i)  That  is  used  exclusively  as  a  resi¬ 
dence  or  shelter  by  the  pensioner,  con¬ 
sider  as  income  an  amount  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  pension  authority,  is 
fairly  equivalent  to  the  amount  that  the 
pensioner  might  reasonably  be  expected 
to  pay  for  rent,  but  in  fixing  such 
amount,  the  pension  authority  may,  in 
its  discretion,  deduct  all  or  any  part  of 
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the  cost  of  maintaining  such  property, 
other  than  any  payment  of  principal  on 
any  mortgage  or  agreement  for  sale 
thereon : 

(ii)  That  is  not  used  exclusively  as 
a  residence  or  shelter  by  the  pensioner, 
consider  as  income  the  net  revenue  that, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  pension  authority, 
such  property  should  or  might  reason¬ 
ably  be  expected  to  yield,  and  if  such 
property  is  revenue-bearing,  the  pension 
authority  may  accept  as  the  value  of  the 
income  thereon  the  net  revenue  there¬ 
from,  after  deducting  reasonable  and 
necessary  expenses  of  maintaining  such 
property,  other  than  any  payment  of 
principal  on  any  mortgage  or  agreement 
for  sale  thereon,  if  satisfied  that  such 
net  revenue  is  fair  and  reasonable: 

( b )  The  pension  authority  shall,  in  the  case 
of  personal  property:— 

(i)  Where  the  pensioner  is  not  living 
with  a  spouse,  consider  as  income  the 
amount  of  an  Immediate  Canadian  Gov¬ 
ernment  Annuity,  Ordinary  Life  Plan, 
payable  monthly,  purchasable  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  personal  property  and 
calculated  as  of  the  actual  age  of  such 
pensioner  or  seventy  years,  whichever  is 
the  lower ; 

(ii)  Where  the  pensioner  is  living 
with  a  spouse,  consider  as  income  in 
respect  of  each  spouse  the  amount  of 
annuity  purchasable  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  personal  property  of  each  spouse 
respectively  and  calculated  as  of  the 
actual  age  of  each  or  the  age  of  seventy 
years,  whichever  is  the  lower; 

(iii)  The  expression  “personal  prop¬ 
erty,”  as  used  in  this  section,  shall,  in 
the  case  of  a  pensioner  not  living  with 
a  spouse,  mean  personal  property  which 
exceeds  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in 
value,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  pensioner 
who  is  living  with  a  spouse,  means 
one-half  the  total  value  of  the  personal 
property  jointly  and  severally  owned  by 
them  which  exceeds  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  in  value. 

12.  (1)  Subject  as  in  this  section  provided, 
where  the  pensioner  could  purchase  an  annuity 
with  the  proceeds  of  personal  property  but 
fails  to  do  so,  the  amount  of  annuity  calculated 
as  provided  in  paragraph  (b)  of  section  11  of 
these  regulations  shall  be  considered  as  annual 
income  during  the  life  of  the  pensioner. 

(2)  Where  the  pension  authority  has  ob¬ 
tained  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  value  of 
the  personal  property  of  the  pensioner  (or,  in 
the  case  of  a  married  pensioner  living  with  his 
spouse,  of  the  pensioner  and  his  spouse)  has 
been  reduced  by  payment  of  medical,  nursing, 
or  hospital  accounts  for  the  pensioner  or  his 
spouse  or  funeral  expenses  of  the  spouse,  the 
pension  authority  may,  in  its  discretion,  reduce 
the  value  of  such  personal  property  at  that 
time  by  the  amount  of  such  accounts  and  recal¬ 
culate  the  annual  income  as  provided  by  para¬ 
graph  (b)  of  section  11  of  these  regulations. 

(3)  Where  the  pensioner,  while  not  in 
receipt  of  pension,  utilizes  personal  property 
for  living  expenses  for  himself  and  his  spouse, 
if  any,  the  pension  authority  may,  in  its 
discretion,  reduce  the  value  of  such  personal 
property  annually  by  an  amount  not  in  excess 
of  the  maximum  income  that  such  pensioner 
would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  receive  under 
the  Act  and,  at  the  time  pension  is  rein¬ 
stated,  recalculate  the  annual  income  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  paragraph  (6)  of  section  11  of  these 
regulations. 

(4)  Where  the  pensioner  or  his  spouse  re¬ 
converts  into  real  property  for  use  exclusively 
as  a  residence  or  shelter  by  the  pensioner  per¬ 
sonal  property  derived  from  the  sale  of  real 
property  held  at  the  time  pension  was  granted, 
the  pension  authority  may,  in  lieu  of  calculat¬ 


ing  as  income  of  such  pensioner  the  annuity 
value  of  the  personal  property  so  reconverted 
as  provided  in  these  regulations,  consider  as 
income  an  amount  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
pension  authority,  is  fairly  equivalent  to  the 
amount  that  the  pensioner  might  reasonably  be 
expected  to  pay  for  rent  therefor  less  any 
deductions  therefrom  that  the  pension  au¬ 
thority  considers  should  be  made  for  all  or  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  such  property 
other  than  any  payment  of  principal  on  any 
mortgage  or  agreement  for  sale  thereon. 

Transfer  of  Property. 

13.  (1)  When  the  applicant  or  his  spouse 
has  made  any  assignment  or  transfer  of  prop¬ 
erty  exceeding  in  value  five  hundred  dollars 
within  the  five  years  preceding  the  date  of 
application,  the  pension  authority  shall  require 
the  applicant  to  furnish  all  available  infor¬ 
mation  with  respect  to  such  assignment  or 
transfer  of  property,  and  from  the  evidence 
furnished  shall  determine  whether  or  not  such 
assignment  or  transfer  was  an  assignment  or 
transfer  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  the 
applicant  for  pension  or  for  a  larger  pension 
than  he  would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  receive. 

(2)  Any  assignment  or  transfer  within  the 
provisions  of  subsection  (1)  of  this  section 
shall,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  rebut  the 
presumption,  be  presumed  to  have  been  made 
for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  the  applicant  for 
a  pension  or  for  a  larger  pension  than  he 
would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  receive. 

(3)  When  the  pension  authority  is  satisfied 
that  an  assignment  or  transfer  was  made  for 
the  purpose  of  qualifying  the  applicant  for  a 
pension  or  for  a  larger  pension  than  he  would 
otherwise  be  entitled  to  receive,  the  rate  at 
which  the  value  of  the  interest  that  the  pen¬ 
sioner  or  his  spouse  had  in  such  property  is  to 
be  exhausted,  as  provided  in  section  9  (1)  (a) 
of  the  Act,  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  maxi¬ 
mum  income  allowable  to  such  applicant  under 
the  Act. 

When  Pension  shall  commence. 

14.  (1)  Every  pension  shall  commence  on 
the  first  day  of  the  month  following  the  month 
in  which  the  application  is  approved;  provided 
that  where  such  approval  is  given  after  the 
last  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  application 
was  received  by  the  pension  authority  and 
delay  in  approval  has  resulted  from  circum¬ 
stances  beyond  the  control  of  the  applicant, 
the  pension  authority  may,  in  its  discretion, 
declare  that  such  approval  shall  be  effective  as 
of  an  earlier  date,  which  shall  in  no  case  be 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  the  month  following 
the  month  in  which  the  application  was  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  pension  authority,  or  the  first 
day  of  the  month  following  the  month  in  which 
the  applicant,  in  the  case  of  an  application  for 
old-age  pension,  attains  the  age  of  seventy 
years  (or,  in  the  case  of  an  application  for 
pension  in  respect  of  blindness,  attains  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years),  whichever  is  the  later. 

(2)  Where  a  pension  is  suspended  at  the 
request  of  the  pensioner,  the  pension  shall  not 
be  reinstated  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the 
pensioner  requests  reinstatement. 

(3)  Except  in  the  case  of  a  pensioner  in 
receipt  of  pension  in  the  Northwest  Territories, 
no  pensioner  shall  be  paid  for  any  period  of 
more  than  one  month  during  which  the  pen¬ 
sioner  is  receiving  direct  relief  out  of  moneys 
provided  in  whole  or  in  part  by  Canada. 

Manner  payable. 

15.  Pensions  shall  be  payable  monthly  in 
arrears  and  shall  be  paid  by  cheque  in  the 
form  approved  by  the  pension  authority. 

Incapacity  of  Pensioner. 

16.  (1)  In  the  event  of  the  incapacity  of 
any  pensioner  through  infirmity,  illness,  or  any 
other  cause,  or  if  the  pension  authority  con- 
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siders  that  the  pensioner  is  using  or  is  likely 
to  use  his  pension  otherwise  than  for  his  own 
benefit,  the  pension  authority  may  pay  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  pension  of  such  pen¬ 
sioner  to  a  trustee  or  trustees  appointed  by 
such  pension  authority  to  be  expended  for  the 
benefit  of  the  pensioner. 

(2)  Any  such  trustee  or  trustees  appointed 
by  such  pension  authority  may  resign  or  be 
removed  by  the  pension  authority,  and  the 
pension  authority  may  appoint  another  trustee 
or  trustees  in  the  place  of  the  trustee  or  trus¬ 
tees  resigned  or  removed. 

(3)  Any  trustee  so  appointed  shall,  when 
required  by  the  pension  authority,  make  re¬ 
turns  showing  the  amount  of  the  pension 
received,  the  amount  that  has  been  expended 
for  the  benefit  of  the  pensioner,  and  the  balance 
remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  trustee. 

(4)  Where  a  pensioner  is  being  maintained 
in  any  institution  appointed  as  trustee  for  the 
pensioner,  the  pension  authority  shall  pay  to 
such  institution  the  whole  or  such  proportion  of 
the  pension  as  is  considered  by  the  pension 
authority  to  be  a  reasonable  sum  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  pensioner,  and  may  require  the 
institution  to  make  available  to  the  pensioner 
therefrom  a  sum  which  it  considers  a  reason¬ 
able  amount  for  his  personal  use. 

Suspension  of  Pension. 

17.  (1)  The  payment  of  a  pension  shall  be 
suspended: — 

(a)  During  the  absence  of  a  pensioner  from 
Canada;  provided  that  the  pension  au¬ 
thority  may  continue  the  payment  of 
pension  for  any  period  of  absence  not 
exceeding  ninety  days  in  any  calendar 
year  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  pen¬ 
sion  authority,  the  circumstances  war¬ 
rant  such  payment: 

(b)  During  any  imprisonment  exceeding- 
thirty  days  of  a  pensioner  convicted  of 
an  offence: 

(c)  During  the  confinement  of  a  pensioner 
as  a  public  charge  in  any  public  mental 
institution : 

(cl)  During  the  period  that  a  pensioner  fails 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
and  these  regulations,  or  fails  to  furnish 
to  the  pension  authority  any  informa¬ 
tion  that  he  is  required  to  furnish. 

(2)  A  pension  authority  shall  recover  from 
a  pensioner  any  sum  improperly  paid  by  way 
of  pension,  whether  such  sum  was  paid  as  the 
result  of  non-disclosure  of  facts,  misrepresen¬ 
tations,  or  any  other  cause,  and  if  the  pension 
authority  is  unable  to  recover  the  whole  of 
such  sum,  the  pension  authority  shall  suspend 
the  payment  of  the  pension  of  such  pensioner 
until  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  suspended 
payments  equals  the  sum  improperly  paid  less 
any  amount  that  has  been  recovered  prior  to 
such  suspension;  where  the  pensioner  has  not 
been  guilty  of  fraud  or  misrepresentation,  the 
pension  authority,  in  its  discretion,  may  reduce 
the  pension  by  an  amount  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  each  month,  so  that,  in  a  period  not 
exceeding  thirty-six  months,  the  pension  au¬ 
thority  will  recover  the  amount  of  such  over¬ 
payment,  but  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the 
pensioner  prior  to  such  recovery,  the  pension 
authority  shall  file  a  claim  against  the  estate 
of  the  pensioner,  if  any,  for  any  balance  at 
that  time  remaining  unpaid. 

(3)  If,  after  the  granting  of  a  pension,  a 
pensioner  or  his  spouse  makes  any  assignment 
or  transfer  of  real  or  personal  property  with¬ 
out  the  approval  of  the  pension  authority,  the 
payment  of  his  pension  may  be  suspended  until 
the  value  of  the  equity  of  the  pensioner  in  the 
real  or  personal  property  assigned  or  trans¬ 
ferred  has  been  exhausted  at  the  rate  of  the 
maximum  income  allowable  to  such  pensioner 
under  the  Act. 


Increase  or  Reduction  of  Pension. 

18.  Every  pensioner  shall  forthwith  report 
to  the  pension  authority  any  change  in  his 
financial  condition  or  in  the  financial  condition 
of  his  spouse. 

19.  Any  pensioner  who  desires  to  apply  for 
an  increase  of  pension  to  which  he  may  be 
entitled  under  the  Act  shall  notify  the  pension 
authority  and  shall  furnish  all  necessary  infor¬ 
mation. 

Management  of  Pensioner’s  Property. 

20.  Any  pension  authority  may,  if  so  author¬ 
ized  by  law  of  the  Province  and  with  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  pensioner,  assume  the  management 
of  any  property  belonging  to  the  pensioner. 

21.  The  amount  recovered  by  a  pension  au¬ 
thority  from  a  pensioner  or  from  tbe  estate  of 
a  deceased  pensioner  in  respect  of  any  pension 
shall  be  distributed  among  the  Province  grant¬ 
ing  the  pension,  Canada,  and  any  other  Prov¬ 
ince  which  has  reimbursed  the  Province  grant¬ 
ing  the  pension,  in  accordance  with  the  amount 
of  any  such  pension  borne  by  each  of  them. 

Accounting. 

22.  Any  sums  due  by  Canada  to  any  Prov¬ 
ince  in  settlement  of  Canada’s  share  of  the 
net  amount  expended  by  any  Province  in  the 
payment  of  pensions  shall  be  ascertained  as  of 
the  last  day  of  March,  June,  September,  and 
December,  shall  be  audited  by  the  Provincial 
auditor,  and  shall  be  paid  on  the  certificate  of 
the  Provincial  auditor  as  soon  thereafter  as 
possible,  subject  to  final  audit  by  officials  of  the 
Government  of  Canada. 

23.  In  calculating  the  amount  due  by  Canada 
to  any  Province,  no  account  shall  be  taken  of 
any  sums  that,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
such  Province  is  liable  to  reimburse  another 
Province  or  to  be  reimbursed  by  another  Prov¬ 
ince  in  respect  of  a  pension  granted  therein  01- 
in  such  other  Province,  nor  shall  any  account 
be  taken  of  the  cost  of  administering  or  paying 
pensions. 

24.  In  calculating  the  amount  in  respect  of 
which  any  Province  is  entitled  to  be  reimbursed 
by  another  Province  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  regard  shall  be  had  only  to  the  net 
amount  of  the  pension  paid  by  the  Province  to 
be  reimbursed  after  deducting  therefrom  the 
amount  payable  by  Canada  on  account  of  such 
pension. 

25.  Balances  due  by  one  Province  to  another 
Province  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  shall 
be  settled  quarterly  as  of  the  same  date  as  the 
sums  due  by  Canada  are  payable  from  time  to 
time. 

26.  The  Minister  charged  with  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Act  may,  at  any  time,  require 
the  Province  to  furnish  information,  detailed 
or  otherwise,  in  connection  with  statements  of 
account  rendered  by  the  Province,  and  shall 
have  authority  to  order  an  examination,  inspec¬ 
tion,  and  audit  of  all  expenditures  under  the 
Act  in  any  Province,  and  the  accounts  with 
respect  thereto,  and  the  Province  shall  permit 
the  inspection  in  such  examination  of  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  pensions  payments. 

Inter  provincial  Board. 

27.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  an 
interprovincial  board  to  interpret  and  recom¬ 
mend  alterations  in  the  regulations. 


PART  II. 


Pensions  for  Blind  Persons. 

28.  An  applicant  or  other  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  blind  only  when  the  visual  acuity 
of  such  applicant  or  other  person,  after  correc¬ 
tion  through  the  use  of  proper  refractive  lens, 
is  not  more  than  6/60  Snellen  or  the  field  of 
vision  in  each  eye  is  reduced  to  less  than  ten 
degrees. 
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29.  The  pension  authority  forthwith  after 
the  investigation  required  by  subsection  (1)  of 
section  5  of  these  regulations  is  made  and 
before  approving  the  application,  if  it  is  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  applicant  fulfils  the  conditions  set 
out  in  subparagraphs  (ii),  ( iii ) ,  and  (iv)  of 
paragraph  (a),  paragraphs  (6)  and  (c)  of 
section  8a  and  subsection  (1)  of  section  9  of 
the  Act,  shall  forward  to  the  Minister  the  full 
name  and  address  of  the  applicant  and  shall 
certify  that  the  applicant  has  fulfilled  such 
conditions. 

30.  (1)  Upon  receipt  of  the  information  as 
provided  in  section  29  of  these  regulations,  the 
Minister,  except  as  provided  in  section  31  of 
these  regulations,  shall  instruct  the  pension 
authority  to  have  the  applicant  medically 
examined. 

(2)  The  pension  authority  shall  thereupon 
arrange  with  an  oculist,  who  has  been  approved 
by  the  Minister,  for  the  examination  of  the 
applicant  and  shall  notify  the  applicant  accord¬ 
ingly.  The  expenses  of  such  examination, 
other  than  the  cost  of  transportation  and  living 
expenses  of  the  applicant  incidental  to  such 
examination,  may  be  paid  out  of  moneys  appro¬ 
priated  therefor  by  Parliament. 

(3)  The  oculist  shall  conduct  an  examina¬ 
tion  in  accordance  with  these  regulations  and 
any  instructions  given  by  the  Minister,  to 
whom  he  shall  forward  a  report  thereof  on 
forms  provided  for  that  purpose. 

(4)  The  Minister  shall,  upon  receipt  of  such 
report,  issue  a  certificate  and  shall  forward 
the  same  to  the  pension  authority;  the  certifi¬ 
cate  shall  state  inter  alia : — 

(a)  Whether  or  not  the  applicant  is  blind 
within  the  meaning  of  the  “  Old  Age 
Pensions  Act”  and  regulations: 

(b)  Whether  or  not  the  applicant  is  likely  to 
continue  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning 
of  the  “  Old  Age  Pensions  Act  ”  and 
regulations;  and 

(c)  The  times  at  or  before  which  additional 
medical  examinations,  if  any,  should  be 
made  to  ascertain  that  the  applicant 
continues  to  be  blind  within  the  meaning 
of  the  “  Old  Age  Pensions  Act  ”  and 
regulations. 

(5)  The  pension  authority,  upon  receipt  of  a 
certificate  which  certifies  that  the  applicant  is 
blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  regu¬ 
lations,  may  thereupon  determine  the  rate  of 
pension  payable  and  approve  the  application  in 
accordance  with  subsection  (1)  of  section  5  of 
these  regulations;  provided  that  if  the  pension 
authority  is  not  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is 
blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  regu¬ 
lations,  it  may,  notwithstanding  the  certificate, 
refuse  to  approve  such  application  but  shall,  in 
such  event,  advise  the  Minister,  giving  the 
reasons  therefor. 

31.  Where  the  Minister  has  received  satis¬ 
factory  information  that  the  applicant  is  blind 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  regulations, 
he  may  dispense  with  the  examination  required 


by  section  30  of  these  regulations  and  forth¬ 
with  issue  the  certificate  as  provided  by  sub¬ 
section  (4)  thereof. 

32.  No  pension  shall  be  granted  or  paid  until 
the  Minister  has  certified  that  the  applicant 
is  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and 
regulations. 

33.  No  pension  which  has  been  suspended 
for  a  period  in  excess  of  six  months  shall  be 
reinstated  without  first  obtaining  a  certificate 
under  section  30  or  31  of  these  regulations. 

34.  The  Minister  may,  at  any  time,  require 
an  applicant  or  pensioner  to  report  for  medical 
examination  and  to  furnish  such  information 
as  he  or  the  pension  authority  may  from  time 
to  time  require. 

35.  No  pensioner  shall  solicit  alms,  and  an 
applicant  or  pensioner  who  is  found  to  have 
solicited  alms  may,  in  addition  to  any  other 
action  authorized  by  these  regulations,  be 
required  to  furnish  an  undertaking  to  desist 
from  soliciting  alms  in  the  future. 

36.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  age 
of  a  child  of  a  pensioner,  regard  may  be  had 
to  the  documents  or  other  evidence  mentioned 
or  referred  to  in  section  6  of  these  regulations. 

37.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
a  child  of  a  pensioner  is  prevented  from  earn¬ 
ing  a  livelihood  by  reason  of  physical  or  mental 
incapacity,  the  pension  authority  shall  be 
guided  by  a  certificate  of  a  duly  qualified  medi¬ 
cal  practitioner. 

38.  (1)  Any  person  receiving  an  old-age 
pension  under  the  Act  may  apply  for  a  pension 
in  respect  of  blindness  in  lieu  of  such  old-age 
pension.  A  pension  in  respect  of  blindness 
may  be  granted  to  such  person  upon  compli¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  regu¬ 
lations,  and  thereupon  the  pension  authority 
shall  transfer  the  pension  from  the  old-age 
pension  pay-list  to  the  blind  persons’  pension 
pay-list  and  advise  the  Minister  thereof  in  its 
monthly  report. 

(2)  Any  person  receiving  a  pension  in 
respect  of  blindness  may,  if  otherwise  eligible, 
request  an  old-age  pension  in  lieu  thereof,  and 
the  pension  authority  may  thereupon  transfer 
the  pension  from  the  blind  persons’  pension 
pay-list  to  the  old-age  pension  pay-list  and 
advise  the  Minister  thereof  in  its  monthly 
report. 

39.  Records  and  accounts  in  connection  with 
pensions  for  blind  persons  under  the  Act  shall 
be  segregated  by  the  pension  authority ;  advice 
of  payments  to  such  persons,  as  well  as  all 
changes  in  the  rate  of  pensiQn,  shall  be  made 
monthly  to  the  Minister  on  a  separate  state¬ 
ment  cei’tified  by  the  chief  officer  of  the  pension 
authority  and  the  Provincial  auditor.
